HE Act for laying a Duty on Com- 
pound Waters not anſwering the good 
Purpoſes thereby intended, Be it enacted by 
the Authority aforeſaid, That the ſaid Act, 
after the 24th of June, 1733, and every thing 
therein contained, be repealed, any thing to 
the contrary in any wiſe notwithſtanding, 
And whereas there is a Duty of 30 l. per 
Ton payable on the Importation of French 
Brandy of ſingle Proof, and 601. on double 
Proof, the ſaid Duties after the Date as afore- 
ſaid, ſhall ceaſe, determine, and be no longer 
paid or payable. | 
And to the intent that no failure happen in 
the reſpective Funds, to which thoſe Duties 
were appropriated, in lieu oſ the ſaid Duty, 
there ſhall be paid for his Majeſty's Uſe, the 
following Rates, that is to ſay for every 
Gallon of ſingle Brandy, Spirits, or Aquevita, 
imported from beyond the Seas, to be paid by 
the Importer before Landing, over and a- 
bove the Duty, payable for the ſame, One 
Shilling; and for double Brandies, Two Shul- 
lings.
